Broiled Meat 


Easy on Cook 
Or Consumer 


By JUDITH WILSON 

OW. do you like yous steaks? 

Broiled, of course, that is such 
a simple, easy way of preparing 
them and all of the natural fiavor 
and juices are retained. But you 
needn’t limit broiling to your 
steaks alone. 

Since the cooking period is usu- 
ally brief and the température very 
high you will have to limit the 
meat prepared in this way to the 
very tender cuts. Still, you will 
have a= surprising repertary — 
steaks of all kinds, lamb chops, 
mutton, bacon, ham slices, sau- 
sages, frankfurters, veal and pcrk 
chops. 

With these you can broil pieces 
of fruit and partially cooked vege- 
tables, or vegetables that can be 
cooked in a very short time. so not 
only the meat, but the entire main 
course issues from the oven at the 
same time. 

Meat needs turning but once, so 
decide whether you like your steak 
or chops well done, medium, or 
rare and determine the entire 
cooking time from the weight and 
the required minutes per pound. 
Turn the meat when half of the 
time has elapsed, then forget. it 
until you are ready to serve. Here 
is a hrotling time table'to help 
guide you:

To make your juicy steaks or 
chops taste twice as good, sprinkle 
them with salt and pepper just 
before they finish cooking, after 
they have been turned, place on 
a hot platter and drop on a lump 
of butter, or serve with a savory 
sauce. The following is delicious 
with tender steaks: 


Maitre d’Hote Butter 


Cream 4 tablespoons butter, add 
1 teaspoon salt, Y2 teaspoon pep- 
per and 1% teaspoon finely chop- 
ped parsley. Add 1!2 teaspoons 
lemon juice «a little at a time, 
creaming after each addition. 
This makes sufficient sauce for a 
2'3-pound porterhouse steak. 

En Brochette : 

This is another form of broiling 
in which the food is cut into 
small portions and strung on 
smail steel skewers, then dipped 
in butter and cooked under the 
broiler flame until the food is 
browned and thoroughly cooked. 
The food may be partially cooked 
in advance if you wish, ‘This 
makes an unusually attractive 
service. Lay the skewers flat 
across a dripping pan and turn 
two or three times so the food 
will bé browned on all sides.
